But 
cinders will be crowded down into the earth 
and earth will become mud when the frost 
comes out of the ground, and as most of the 
walks have not been repaired by the cover- 
ing with new cinders we have now become 
reduced to mud walks. 


The walks must be traversed to be fully 


appreciated. One lady lost her rubbers 
three times the other day while out making 
a few calls. Well, the residents can stand 
the loss of a few rubbers, and it may be that 
if a sufficient number should sink beneath 
the surface of these walks a harder and 
firmer surface would result, and a needed 
improvement thus be made, but should the 
surface became much softer than at present 
there is danger tbat some man, woman or 
child will some day sink beneath the turbid 
waves of s, sidewalk, never to riae again. 
Think of the humiliation that would be. in- 
flicted upon the members of Council should 
they read in the public prints that "Mr. 
John Jones while walking down Main street. 
Tullytown, yesterday was suddenly engulfed 
in the mud of the sidewalk. Many hastened 
to his rescue, and a rope was thrown to him, 
trot it was too late, as he had disappeared 
'rom view before it reached him. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Health are dragging the 
sidewalk in hopes of recovering the body, 
but owing to the softness and great depth of 
the mud it is feared that it will be necessary 
to employ a steam shovel to recover the 
corpse." 


The people generally are trying to bo good 


humored and juke over the bad sidewalks, 
but in all seriousness the subject itself is im- 
portant and the Town Council should take 
immediate action to have the walks put in 
letter condition.

Under the conditions of admission to State- 


hood Utah agreed to disfranchisement of cit- 
izens continuing it. 
Many of us doubted the 


sincerity of these Mormons at the time. Now 
there is manifestly ground for our doubt. 
A man named Roberts, a self-confessed 
poiygamist, has secured election to Congress. 
He is to come to Washington seeking mem- 
bership in our National Assembly. It is 
openly boasted that his election is in the line 
of a test question. I am glad to observe 
that the Christian 
people of Utah are 


aroused. 
The Presbyterian Synod 
and 


women of that State are up in arms. The 
friends of religion and morality in the East 
are being petitioned to join us in the protest 
to Congress jtgainst this man being seated. 
Our Presbyteries everywhere are responding 
promptly. 
Nor are Ihe other-denominations 


lagging behind. Churches of every name 
are wheeling into line. Before the time 
comes for Congress to act upon the question 
I am hoping that from Maine to California 
and the Lakes to the Gulf one uniform note 
of protest shall be heard.

myself out my pals in the press box "be- 
gan to bid me welcome.

All of 'em had brought 
along those big rattling things that yon 
turn around on a handle and horns and 
tin whistles and things like that;, and 
for the t<-n minutes that the prearranged 
hitch lasted they gave me the greatest 
ovation you ever heard in your life. 


"They leaned over the rail oi the 


box and talked at me familiarly, calling 
me by my nickname and mentioning 
out loud numerous tumultuous events 
in my checkered life. 


"Then they all howled in chorus un- 


der the If adershipof Perley, who direct- 
ed the howls with a cane that he need 
for a baton. It was great, that's what 
it was. All I could do was to lie there 
on that denied cushioned thing and 
grin. I didn't say a word—-just grinned. 


"They congratulated me in vocifer- 


ous tones on the hit I was making, and 
the whole tentful of people caught 
on.

Perley—waa at an end, and my 12 Ro- 
man palanquin bearers hoisted me np 
in the air again. 


"Then my friends in the press box 


gathered themselves for one huge, final 
expression of their enthusiasm. Bowls 
failed them in this, and so they buried 
me under an avalanche of fish horns, 
rattles, whistles and things—little offer- 
ings, they shouted, indicative of their 
esteem and appreciation of my first ap- 
pearance on any sawdust. 


"I made a careful search for Perley 


after I got my togs off, but Perley did 
not appear to want me to find him. I 
guess he knew that I'd probably have a 
few personally conducted remarks to

OPPOSES IMPEEIA1ISTIO POLICY, 


We Shall Reirret Talcing the Philip- 


pine!, Be Thlnlu — Cuantltntlonal 
and Traditional <n»tacle* to the 
Pre.lJMit'. Policy— Let the Filipi- 
no* Have Home Rale, !• the Solu- 
tion. 
Ex-Senator George F Edmunds, 


writing to the New York World on the 
expansion question, says- I state what 
(with all respect to others) appear to 
me to be the present chief aspects of 
the Philippine question. 


What, then, in the present state of 


affairs, is to be done? Are we to make 
war upon the people of the Philippines 
as Spain was doing in order to subject 
them to our dominion 1 This apparently 
we must do to make them a people 
(whether citizens, subjects or slaves) 
of the United States. 


To justify this "a decent respect to 


the opinions of mankind" should com- 
pel our government to state definitely 
the grounds upon which we make the 
attempt. We have assured the nations 
of the globe in the most solemn manner 
possible that we made war not for con- 
quest or extended dominion, but solely 
to set the people of Cuba free — of whom 
congress declared that "they were and 
of right ought to be free and independ- 
ent." 


At that very time the Philippine re- 


bellion was stronger and better organ- 
ized than that of Cuba. Recent events 
have proved that the Philippine rebels 
are as capable of self government as the 
people of Cuba 
When the United 


States aided in the attainment and rec- 
ognized the independence of the Span- 
ish provinces of Central and South 
America our government did not set 
itself up to be the final judges of whether 
or not they were capable of self govern- 
ment, although it was perfectly well 
known that self government by the peo- 
ple of those provinces could not be such 
and never could be such as the races 
and inhabitants of temperate zones 
could establish and maintain. 


To force our dominion, then, upon 


the people of the Philippines would be 
in opposition to the ever living princi- 
ples on which our own nation was 
founded and under which it has in a 
little more than a century grown so 
great in an ever increasing native and 
homogeneous people, established in a 
temperate zone of the earth and capable 
from this cause of continuous develop- 
ment in industry, increase of knowl- 
edge, in social order, justice and moral- 
ity. If we now proceed to conquer (as 
probably we can at last, although Spain 
has failed to do it after more than a 
century of effort), what shall we say to 
them is the motive of our conduct? 


How are we to explain it to the 


world, having "a decent respect for the 
opinions of mankind, " as Jefferson and 
our fathers thought necessary in our 
Declaration of Independence? Can we 
be justified in forcing by the sword our 
particular and excellent ideas of gov- 
ernment, morality and religion upon 
these people, as Mohammed did in his 
religious wars and as Spain did in her 
early operations on this continent t How 
will such of our "bishops, priests and 
deacons" and relieiaT"L nawapnpeTs as 
have appeared to favor the scheme find 
authority in the greatest and best of all 
books that hav« ever been given to 
mankind— the New 
Testament — for 


this new enterprise now proposed for 
our republic? '

All the 'people of these islands who 


were the subjects of Spain will become 
citizens of the United States by the 
mere act of cession unless the treaty of 
cession should provide that those who 
wished could remain subjects of Spain 
and aliens as to the' United States. 
This has been a necessary mle of inter- 
national law for hundreds of years, and 
the rule is founded upon the obvious 
fact that the people of every country or 
of any 'part of it must owe allegiance 
to and be subject to the government of 
some sovereign power, be it a tribe or 
emperor or. king or republic, and must, 
unless they are slaves or serfs, have the 
rights of such. 
-• But a republic can have.no subjects. 
Its people must bev either citizens, 
slaves or aliens. If aliens, they are the 
subjects or citizens of some other power 
which is bound to protect them. The 
transfer, therefore, of "the sovereignty 
of, Spain over the Philippines to the 
United States makes all her subjects at 
once citizens of the United States. If 
citizens of the United States, they have 
all the rights that belong to other citi- 
zens in the territories, whether on the 
mainland or on islands of- the sea. 
Neither geography nor distance has 
anything to do with itr 


The constitution of the United States 


provides for the government of terri- 
tories as well as for government within 
the states. In the states the autonomy is 
fixed in respect of all the three depart- 
ments1 of the government — legislative, 
executive and judicial. In the territo- 
ries congress is left free to regulate, 
subject to the constitution, the means 
of government according to its discre- 
-tioik-But fundamental and other private 
rights are and always, have been as se- 
cure tinder-, and1 by force of the same 
oongtifntionSin the .'territories as in the 
states. The 'constitution • settles! both, 
only by different methods "6f exertion. 
Congress may invest ,thev •pulitieal gov- 
ernment of a territory in a single per- 
son if it chooae&andconfictcithe judicial 
power to a single judge if it likes, but 
itoannot authorize the political govern- 
or to make a law tlmt injuriously affects 
personal right*' differently , from ench 
laws as congress may originally, make 
for the citizens of a state. 
; 


It cannot authorize a territorial judge 


: to condemn a man unheard or to deal 
with his person, o£ property! otherwise 
than by that due process, of law which 
the constitution secure* to all the peo- 
ple who owe allegiance to the United 
States or are within its sovereign power, 
It cannot say-that no citizen residing 
in A State shall migrate to a 'territory, 
or that a citizen or some particular 
claw of citizens residing^ in a territory 
shall not migrate to a state. In short, 
the constitution doet operate and have 
full force in our territories in $he rs/ 
spects that affect tha personal and civil

There ore other considerations, both , 


humane and financial, that cannot be i 
ignored. If the people of the Philip- 
pines, both civilized and savage, must 
be submitted to onr Christian govern- 
ment by force of arms, how many 
American lives and how much Ameri- 
can treasure ought to be sacrificed to 
that end? Rapidly developing events 
seem to show that a military force of 
at least 50,000 men must be kept on 
land in those islands in order to our ob- 
taining an effectual supremacy And 
this force must b& supported by many 
naval vessels, with their crews, etc. To 
keep up such' an establishment, it is 
evident from the experience of Spain 
and from that of other nations carry- 
ing on such operations in the tropics, 
that a constant current of supply and 
re-enforcement, both of material and 
men, 
must go on. 


Besides the casualties of battle with 


foes (some of whom Spain has not been 
able to subdue in 200 years of effort) 
there is also the constant and uncon- 
querable foe of the tropical climate and 
the diseases always present in it, and 
besides this, no troops from the temper- 
ate zones can long endure the effect of 
such a climater and they must therefore 
be withdrawn to some cooler latitude at 
very short periods to recuperata The 
English in India happily have the Him- 
alayan hills within comparatively short 
distances, to which their troops are sent 
at frequent intervals to escape the ox- 
haustion of the tropical seacoast 
Bnt 


our troops in the Philippines must be 
transported by sea 6,000 or 7,000 miles 
to reach the salubrious shores of Cali- 
fornia and Oregon To accomplish all 
this the annual and continuous expendi- 
ture of millions upon millions of the 
earnings of our people must go on in- j 
definitely. 


But we are now confronted with both 


a "condition" and a "theory " The 
executive has concluded a treaty by 
which Sf m has coded the sovereignty 
of the whole Philippine group, of which 
she had actual possession of only a 
small fraction, and in many parts of 


j which her dominion had been absolute- 


ly overthrown, and in other parts of 
which she never had any dominion at 
all, many of the islands having from 
the first until today been inhabited by 
independent tribes over which Spain 
never had any actual dominion. In 
dealing with this treaty the senate is 


| supposed to be as free to act according 
' to its own judgment as the president 


was free to act according to his in nego- 
tiating it The senate may decline to 
ratify the treaty, which in the present 
state of affairs would produce a situa- 
tion extremely embarrassing Bnt if the 
senate believes the treaty to be wrong 
it will doubtless have the courage to re- 
ject it and to face the consequences. 


The senate, however, may consider 


that while Spain ought to depart from 
the Philippines and renounce her do- 
minion there the United States ought 
not to assume her sovereignty, such as 
it was, against the express will of the 
people of the islands 
And in view of 


the evils likely to follow even if those 
people desired to become a part of the 
United States, the senate can amend 
the treaty so as to provide substantially, 
&a the scheme has been as to Cuba, that 
the people of those islands should be 
left to govern themselves as best they 
may, 
with such guarantees for order 


and personal safety of the inhabitants 
as shall be adequate to the preservation 
of order. Such a guarantee can be pres- 
ently enforced at infinitely less cost of 
blood and treasure than oar undertak- 
ing to assume and exercise sovereignty 
over the islands. 


In such a case every material benefit 


of trade, commerce and of political ex- 
pediency can be attained. I make no 
comment in respect of the price of $20,- 
000,000 provided by the treaty to be 
paid to Spain for the islands. In view 
of the gravity of the other aspects of 
the subject it is not worthy of notice
